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KILLED BY EXPLOSION 


Terrible Calamity 
Overtakes 


Coal Miners in West 


Virginia 


Montgomery, W. Va,. March 
7.—A 


'disastrous explosion occurred ^.t the 
Red Ash mine, at Fire Creek, shortly 
after the miners went to work early 
Tuesday morning. 
It 13 Impossible to 


estimate the full extent of the loss of 
life and property. 


The Red Ash rs'ie is a large drift and 


the explosion oec erred near the 
en- 


trance, which was thus closed by the 
falling slate, entombing a large number 
of miners. 


It is impossible to describe the amount 


of worK done by the concentrated army 
of men who came in large parties from 
far and" near, but they were greatly im- 
peded because of the extent of the 
enormous blockade at the entrance to ths 
drift. The large, heavy sides of the en- 
trance were blown out to some distance, 
together with a lot of other heavy tim- 
bers. Even mules were blown out some 
distance. The force of such an ex- 
plosion caused an immense falling c\f the 
Elate and other debris so that the en- 
trance was fiilled up for a great distance 
i»nd the difficulties in Digging through it 
caused delay in the v*rk of rescue. As 
anany men as could work at one time 
'•were digging away with a.ll their mjght 
•and were relieved in short relays by 
«ther men so as to expedite the work of 
rescuing as many as possible. 


At tlje mouth of the mine the scene was 


fceycmd description. The wives and 
•children, and the neighbors of those who 
•were known to be entombed were there 
in full force and their anxiety and dis- 
tress were most intense. While they 
•were all seeking to help those who were 
rescued and to get the mine reopened, 
yet those bereaved people were for the 
most part in the way of the rescuers and 
tad to be held back from the entrance.

After the men got under headway in 


the work of rescue they reached the first 
party in less than an hour, but they met 
greater difficulties after that time. It 
was fhfin that telegrams were sent out 
for physicians, nurs-es and cas-kets, but 
during- the greater part of the day there 
wcs use only for the caskets. All work 
was stopped in the surrounding mine* 
of the district.

Never fail to have a succession of ap- 


ples for home use. For this purpose a 
few trees each of several varieties may 
be selected. 


The rust on gooseberries will usually 


disappear if the bushes are trimmed and 
the old wood taken out, the soil well pul- 
rerized and manure liberally applied. 


A small or moderate sized tree at the 


time of transplanting will almost always 
grow faster and come into bearing sooner 
than a larger tree set out at the same 
time. 


Saw off and burn at once all branches 


with black knot on them, on plum trees, 
and all fire blighted branches on pears, 
as well as injured twigs of all kinds on 
all fruit trees.

Educational Opiiortanitleu For Men 


oil the Rail. 


Managing officials of the Kock Island 


route believe that knowledge is power 
and that mental power even iu the low- 
liest walks of railroad life is highly 
essential to the success of a common 
carrier. 
They believe that educated 


employees make an "educated" rail- 
road and that such a road strongly ap- 
peals to the general public. They have 
begun a campaign of education among 
their thousands of employees, and soon 
schools on wheels will be operated 
over the lines of the system. 


The officials have entered into ar- 


rangements with an eastern corre- 
spondence school whereby that insti- 
tution will fit out cars for educational 
purposes aud place them at the dis- 
posal of the employees of the railroad, 
says the Chicago Record. 
The ears 


will be equipped with such appliances 
as are essential to thorough railway 
experiments, together with books and 
other reading matter ^touching upon 
the various phases of railroad opera- 
tion. The correspondence school wiil 
provide instructors, and the employees, 
who will be able to avail themselves of 
the educational opportunities without 
neglecting their regular labors, need 
pay only small tuitions. The purchase 
of books, experimenting instruments 
and appliances-^and other things that 
cause noticeable "drains" to the stu- 
dents at technical schools will not be 
made necessary to the railroad employ- 
ees. 


After the employees are made suffi- 


ciently acquainted with the purposes 
and opportunities of the instruction 
system they will form classes among 
themselves aud further then? education 
by means of correspondence with the 
eastern school. The employees of the 
Rock Island, especially the younger 
men, it is said, have manifested con- 
siderable enthusiasm over the oppor- 
tunities the road is to offer them, and 
the railroad managers are much grati- 
fied over the cordiality with which 
their proposition has been received by 
the men on the rolls. 


The eastern school has formed many 


classes among the employees of east- 
ern and southern roads, and the advan- 
tages of the instruction are increased 
as the institution gains strength. The 
managers of the Institution believe 
that it will not be long before the em- 
ployees of all railways will be afforded 
opportunities to take up the work of- 
fered by the "letter" seats of learning. 


SUFFERINGS AT THE FRONT. 


A COSTLY ENTERPRISE. 


Difficulties to Be Overcome by a Pa- 


cific Telegraph Cable. 


In view of the constant activity in 


Atlantic cables which has resulted in a 
new, cable about every two years since 
the first successful cable of 18G6 it 
stands to reason that the difficulties of- 
fered by the Pacific ocean must be very 
great for the nineteenth century to 
reach its close without a 
definite 


scheme for spanning the Pacific by tel- 
egraph having been adopted. The diffl- 
culties may be summed up in a few 
words: First, the great cost of a com- 
plete system of cables; second, the ei- 
treme depth of water known to exist 
ha certain parts of the Pacific and fear- 
ed in others; third, the long distance 
between leading points, and, fourth, 
the lack of intermediate points having 
an active trade. 


The estimated cost of the British 


Pacific cable, for a single cable con- 
necting Vancouver with Australia and 
New Zealand, is placed at about $7,- 
000,000, including two repairing ships 
and a sum of $175,000 for maintenance 
of the cables for six months. 
The 


president of one of the cable com- 
panies of New York estimates the 
total capital cost of a cable to Ja- 
pan, Australia and the Philippines by 
way of Hawaii at $12,000,000 and the 
cost of maintenance, including two re- 
pairing ships and of operating ex- 
penses, at $300,000 a year. It is not 
considered that a single cabla will be 
sufficient to insure permanent commu- 
nication, and any scheme for a Pacific 
cable must provide eventually for du- 
plicate cables throughout the entire 
route, so that the -total capital cost of 
a thoroughly reliable and efficient Pa- 
cific cable system may be put down at 
approximately $26,000,000. which would 
include two repairing ships, a reason- 
able quantity of spare cable and the 
equipment of operating stations at the 
various

Terrible Scenes That Followed the Buttle 


of Cold Harbor. 


General Horace Porter, in "Cam- 


paigning With Grant," in The Century, 
telling of tho the battle of Gold Har- 
hor, says: 


The general in chief realized that he 


was iu a, swiimpy and sickly portion of 
the country. The malaria was highly 
productive of disease, and the Chicka- 
hoiainy fever was dreaded by all the 
troops who hacl a recollection of its 
ravages when they campaigned in ^that 
section of the country two years before. 
The operations had been so active that 
precautions against sickness had neces- 
sarily been much neglected, and the 
general was anxious, while giving the 
men pome rest, to improve the sanitary 
conditions. By dint of extraordinary 
exertions the camps were well policed 
and large quantities of fresh vegetables 
were brought forward and distributed. 
Cattle were received in much better 
condition than those which had made 
long marches and had furnished beef 
which was far from being wholesome. 
Greater attention was demanded in the 
cooking of tho food and the procuring 
of better water. Dead animals and offal 
were buried, and more stringent sani- 
tary regulations were enforced through- 
out the entire command. 


"What was most distressing at this 


time was the condition of affairs at the 
extreme front. No one who did not wit- 
ness the sights on those portions of the, 
line where the opposing troops were in 
exceptionally close contact can form an 
idea of the sufferings experienced. Staff 
officers used to work their way on foot 
daily to the advanced points, so as to 
be able to report with accuracy these 
harrowing scenes. Some of the sights 
were not unlike xthose of the ".bloody 
augle" at Spottsylvania, Between th'e 
lines where tho heavy assaults had been 
made there was in some places a dis- 
tance of 80 or 40 yards completely cov- 
ered by the dead and wounded of both 
sides. The bodies of dead were festering 
in the sun, while the wounded were dy- 
ing a torturing death from starvation, 
thirst and loss of blood. Iu some places 
the stench became sickening. Every at- 
tempt to make a change in the picket 
line brought on heavy firing, as both 
sides had become nervous from long 
watchfulness, and the slightest move- 
ment on either front led to the belief 
that it was the beginning of an assault. 
In the night there was often heavy ar- 
tillery firing, sometimes accompanied by 
musketry, with a view to deterring the 
other side from attacking, or occasioned 
by false rumors of an attempt to as- 
sault The men on the advanced lines 
had to lie close to the ground in narrow 
trenches, with little 'rater for drinking 
purposes except that obtained from sur- 
face drainage. They were subjected to 
the broiling heat by day and the chill- 
ing winds and fogs at night and had to 
eat the rations that could he got to them 
under the greatest imaginable discom- 
fort.

The whipping post was speedily in 


full force in Boston. At the session of 
the court held Nov. 80, 1G80, one man 
was sentenced to be whipped for steal- 
ing a loaf of bread, another for shooting 
fowl on tbe Sabbath, another for swear- 
ing, another for leaving a boat "with- 
out a pylott." Then we read of John 
Pease that for "etryking his mother and 
deryding her he shnlbo whipt."

"Sable island belongs to Nova Scotta, 


is 145 miles fiom Halifax and 83 miles 
east of Cape Canso," writes Gustav 
Kobbe in Aiuslee's. "It is a treeless, 
falirubless waste, seamed by wind aud 
wave and of evor changing aspect. A 
cone shaped hill near the east end, 
once a mere undulation of sand, is now 
over 100 feet high and is still growing. 
Other hillocks are gradually bein? 
mowed away by storms. The hillocks 
are liable to be undermined so swiftly 
aud swept out of existence that they 
are car?fully watched from the \arious 
stations on the island, there being 
no certainty how far an inroad of the 
sea will extend after each successful 
attack. 
Even the coarse grass of the 


island grows in a different manner 
from that of the mainland. It does not 
bear seed, but shoots up from roots 
which run along under the sand. Dur- 
ing the winter the sand Is blown over 
tlie grass and buries it sometimes three 
or four feet deep, but tbe hardy blades 
grow up next season, as if the island 
sands had protected 
< them- from 
the 


cold of winter in order to make them 
all the stronger. 


"The island itself is fighting for self 


preservation. 
It seems as if It drew 


ships into its fatal embrace as rallying 
points for its loose and shifting sand, 
thus to protect Itself by a bulwark of 
wrecks against annihilation by the sea. 
Tradition says that when Sable island 
was discovered by Cabot in 1447 it was 
80 miles long and 10 miles wide. In 
1802, when a rescue station was estab- 
lished there, it was only 40 miles long. 
Since then it has shrunk to but little 
more than 20 miles in length, and in 
width it is only a mile at its widest. 
Within 28 years the western end lost 
sewn miles. Shouls over which the 
ocean now surges are pointed out aa 
former sites of lighthouses. 
One of 


these was so swiftly undermined by 
the sea that it had to be abandoned 
with the greatest precipitation. The 
spot where once stood the superintend- 
ent's house is now under two fathoms 
of water. 


"The island, rapidly diminishing at 


its western end, is slightly gaining at 
its eastern. Slowly, like a ship drag- 
ging its anchor, it is moving eastward. 
Will it ever reach the edge of the 
shoals, stand tottering on the brink of 
the abyss till it receives its coup de 
grace and plunge over the submarine 
bank forever into the depths? Unfor- 
tunately its end will probably be less 
dramatic. 
There Is good ground for 


believing that this gray sand bar will 
slowly wear away until it becomes au- 
other submerged shoal added to an am- 
buscade already some 60 miles in 
length, for a line of breakers extends 
16 miles from one end of the island and 
28 miles from the other. 


"In the space of a single year Sable 


Island claimed more than 200 lives. In 
fact, so many wrecks line the shoals 
of this ocean graveyard that the new 
pile up on the old, like bodies heaped 
in one ditch. The Crofton Hall, an iron 
sailing ship wrecked a few years ago 
on the northeast bar, broke in two 
about amidships. 
The pieces have 


drifted together again, and the island- 
ers suppose that she struck crosswise 
upon an old submerged wrick and is 
settling over it, which accounts for the 
two parts coming together. Nor is the 
island satisfied with the awful tribute 
which it exacts from the living. The 
same informant who writes me about 
the Crofton Hall adds that the bark 
John McLeod, which was wreckefl off 
Devil's island at the entrance to Hall- 
fax harbor, drifted ashore on Sable is- 
land bottom up, a wreck of a wreck! 


"One of the grimmest legends of Sa- 


ble Island dates from the wreck of the 
Amelia, and there is enough evidence 
of truth connected with it. to show 
what bloody deeds were added on that 
occasion to the terrors of shipwreck. 
Captain Torrens, who commanded the 
gunboat which was dispatched to Sable 
island after the wreck of the Amelia, 
was one of the survivors of the second 
disaster. A passenger on the lost trans- 
port was Lady Copeland, on her way 
to join her husband. The captain of 
the gunboat had been told that she 
wore on her forefinger a ring of pecul- 
iar artifice. 
, 


"The story has it that Captain Tor- 


rens, wandering over the island one 
night in search of possible survivors, 
was attracted by the piteous whining 
of his dog In front of a small, open 
shelter known to have existed at that 
time, but long since toppled to pieces. 
Approaching the shelter, he was star- 
tled to see the figure of a woman all in 
white and holding toward him the 
bleeding stuinafof a forefinger. While 
he was gazing at the apparition it rose, 
silently glided past him and dived into 
the sea. But time and again thereafter 
the white woman with bleeding fore- 
finger was seen wandering over the 
sand hills. 


"It is probably only part of the wpirri 


legend that Captain Torrens, feeling 
sure that a shocking crimev had been 
committed, tracked the guilty pirate 
until he discovered his family on the 
coast of Labradpr and learned that the 
ring had been sold in Halifax. It is a 
fact, however, that many years after 
the disaster Lady Copeland's ring was 
discovered in a Jewelry store in Hali- 
fax and was returned to her family. 
From that hour her ghost has ceased 
to haunt the island."

And while she will not allow any 
one to get thoroughly acquainted with 
iher, she does not make enemies. That 
would be ruinous. 


It is an unwritten law of the rail- 


|roads that every employee is open to 
jsuspicion until he has been proved 
guilty, and the people who take upon 
themselves the task of separating the 
two classes—those who are found guil- 
ty and those who are as yet merely un- 
'der suspicion—arc objects of the great- 
est contempt with the army of toilers 
who seek a living on the trains. To 
offset this unpopularity, however, they 
have the inducement of large financial 
'returns. There is no ironbound rule 
governing the amount of money which 
they receive, but the more proficient of 
the class probably make from $2,500 to 
'$3,000 a year. 


At times a railroad will have an im- 


portant caso on it s hand, and the serv- 
ices of a first class spotter will be in- 
valuable to the company, and on such 
occasions, if successful, the financial 
'returns increase wonderfully. 
- There is a much greater demand for 
this class of detectives in the east than 
there is here, and several reasons are 
given for this condition of affairs. In 
the first place, traffic being heavier, 
there are more trains run there, and 
more men .ire employed by the com- 
panies. Besides, that section is more 
thickly populated, and way trains are 
in many instances run hourly, if not 
oftener, but probably the truest cause 
,for the increased dishonesty among 
railway conductors in the east is the 
low rate of salary which they receive. 


There is a well defined belief among 


eastern men who travel extensively 
that any man who has reached that de- 
gree of prosperity where he can afford 
to wear creased trousers is hopelessly 
extravagant if he pay more than one- 
third fare after crossing the Mississip- 
pi river. I once heard a popular actor 
giving his reasons for this assertion in 
a resort on the Atlantic coast, and, 
after enlightening his audience with a 
'dissertation on the almost utter wortb- 
lessness of money in the west, so far 
as railroad traveling was concerned, he 
'continued: 
' "Take any train on any road west ot 
'Kansas City. St. Louis, Chicago or St. 
Paul, and the rest is easy. Assume an 
nir of indifference and smoke a cigar. 
If your conductor be seedy looking, 
have a beard, an old uniform with 
'threadbare elbows and a hopeless ex- 
pression on his face, pay your fare. Hp 
4s an honest man. A thousand dollars 
wouldn't tempt him, and you are out a 
Whole stack of dollars for getting on 
,his train. Had you waited for the nexr. 
'one things would have been different. 
There you have a prosperous looking 
fellow, who siient his last hour before 
leaving time in a barber's chair and 
who, but for his uniform, would pass 
for a drummer or even a banker. lie 
looks a.s well fed and as well groomed 
as a king, and you need have no fear 
that he will decline your invitation to 
divide the cost of your ride to your 
destination or at least 1o (he end of 
his division."—San Francisco Chroni- 
cle.

Professor Worcester served on the for- 
mer Philippine commission and is re- 
garded as a very foremost authority 
on the islands.

Ide is another able lawyer, prominent 
in public life, and was chief justice of 
Samoa in 1891. Professor Moses has 
held for 14 years the chair of history 
and political economy in the University 
of Californja.

"I shall not argue our title to the 


islands by the law of nations, for' i 
is perfect. No other nation has ever 
Questioned it. I believe we are in the 
Philipines as righteously as we are 
there rightfully and legally. I believe 
that to abandon the islands, cr to 
leave them now would be a wrong to 
humanity, a dereliction of duty, am 
in the highest degree contrary to 
sound morals. 
As to expediency, 


should regard their loss as a calamity 
to our trade and commerce and to al 
our business interests so great that no 
man can measure it. 


"It has been stated over and over 


again that we have done great wrong 
in taking these islands without 
consent of the governed, upon which 
according to American principles, al 
just government rests. The consent of 
the governed!It is a fair phrase and 
runs trippingly upon the tongue, bui 
I have observed a great lack of de- 
finite meaning in those who use it 
most. I have always thought it weV 
in discussing any subject to know, as 
a preliminary, precisely what we mean 
by a word, or phrase. 
"What do 


we mean by the 'consent of the gov- 
erned?' We quote it from the Declara- 
tion of Independence. What did Jef- 
ferson mean by the phrase? Some per- 
sons say that he meant the consent of 
all of the governed. Others that he 
meant the consent of some of the gov- 
erned. Sentiment seems to be with the 
former amendment to Jefferson's lan- 
guage; the facts appear to be with the 
latter. But neither 'all' nor 'some' are 
in Jefferson's famous sentence." 


In order to correctly interpret the 


sentence Mr. Lodge presented 
an 


analysis of the kind of government 
Jefferson was engaged in seetting up 
when he wrote it. Conforming to his- 
torical facts set out in analysis, the 
sentence would read something like 
this: 


"Just government must rest upon 


the consent of the white male gov- 
erned who have the right 'to vote ac- 
cording to the laws of the various col- 
onies." 


Continuing, Mr. Lodge said: 
"Taking the colonies as a whole, a 


very large majority, if not half, of the 
people whom the Continental Congress 
proposed to govern were utterly op- 
posed to the revolution. Did we ask 
their consent? Not at all. We crowded 
the revolutionary government on the 
loyalists at the point of the bayonet, 
and when the revolution was over they 
had to accept the government thus 
forced upon them or got to 
exile, 


•which many of them did. Therefore, if 
we test Jefferson's phrase by the facts 
of the government which we see he 
was engaged in*setting up himself we 
find that it does not *n the least meet 
the fantastic extentions which it has 
been sought to put upon it in the in- 
terests of the Filipinos. 


"Jefferson was not drafting a law or 


a constitution providing for' all con- 
tingencies and setting up all sorts of 
limitations.. He was saying to all the 
world 
what the American people, 


whom he represented, felt and what he 
himself believed. 
To do this he set 


forth a series of general principles in 
broad and billiant terms, so that 
the whole world listened tnun, ;.ncl ill 
American people have repeated his sen- 
tences from that day to this. He woulu 
have been the first to deny the narrow, 
rigid interpretation, which, in the ex- 
igencies of debate, men have sought to 
place upon his words. Hut we 
fin 


not a loss to know what 
Jefferson 


himself thought, lie vas Ui. siuj,th..t 
expansionist in our history. He ac- 
quired a' vast territory for the United 
States. Did he ask the consent o the 
30,000 white men at the mouth of the 
Mississippi, or of the Indians roaming 
over the wide expanses of tiieLouplan; 
purchase? Such an idea, never occurred 
to him for a moment. He took Lou- 
isiana without the consent of the gov- 
erned, and he ruled 
it without the 


consent of the governed. It was not a 
question then 'all1 or 'some.' He never 
asked the consent of any of the gov- 
erned, either to take the territory or 
to rule it afterward. 


"To pull a sentence out of a revo- 


lutionary manifesto and deal with it 
as if it was one of the labored and 
chiseled clauses of the 
Constitution 


shows a sad confusion of thought." 


Mr. Lodge then reviewed at.length 


our former acquisitions of territory, 
showing that in -all of them there was 
the same absence of any reference to 
the consent of the governed. 


He argued that the Filipinos were 


incapable 
of 
self-government 
and 


quoted William Jennings Bryan and 
prominent democratic senators in sup- 
port of his assertion. He believed there 
were every reason for the United 
States to lead the Filipinos along the 
path of 
freedom 
until 
they were 


capable of at least a municipal self- 
government. With the elaborate and 
scholarly detail Mr. Lodge described 
the peoples who inhabited the Philip- 
pines and showed 
how utterly in- 


capable they are of conforming to our 
western ideas of civilization. He then 
sketched carefully 
and 
interestingly 


the developments which led up to the 
beginning of hostilities between the 
United States forces and thft Filipinos, 
laying particular stress upon Admiral 
Dewy's relations with Agulnaldo. He 
pointed out that when Dewey had %von 
his victory thf city oC Manila lay nt 
the merry of his guns, the Filipino in- 
surrection against the authority ot 


Spain was dead for all practical pur- 
poses. Agruhmldo and other Filipino 
leaders had sought a more congenial 
clime than the island of Luzon and 
their forces were widely scattered. At 
Bewey'a instance. 
Agulnaldo 
was 


brought to Luzon, but even he had 
difficulty in kinndling again the flame 
of rebellion. Mr. Lodge points out that 
Aguinaldo's success in inciting the 
'|agals again to insurrection against 
Spain was made possible 
only 
by 


Dewey's victory in, Manila bay. 


Mr. Liidge quoted official documents 


anil correspondence in support of his 
contention that L)e\vey entered into no 
political entanglements with Aguin- 
aldo. Within a week after Aguinaldo's 
arrival at Cavite the administration 
cabled Admiral Dewey that there must 
be no political alliances of any sort 
with the Filipinos. 


Mr. Lodge denounced as absolutely 


fictitious all sentiments that Admiral 
Dewey saluted the Filipino Hag or re- 
ceived Aguinaldo with military hon- 
ors, or in any way recognized the so- 
called Filipino government. 


As bearing upon the recent state- 


ment fo Senator Pettigrew of South 
Dakota that Admiral Dewey had rec- 
ognized the Filipino government at the 
capture of Subig bay, Mr. lodge pre- 
sented the following ' extract from a 
letter written by Capt. Coghlan, then 
of the 
Raleigh, detailing precisely 


what occurred at Eabig- bay. 


"February 1, 1900. 


"My Dear Senator Lodge:

"I was in command of the expedition 


sent by the admiral (Raleigh and Con- 
cord) to the mouth of the Subig bay, 
July 6, 1S98, to capture Grande island, 
then hold by the Spaniards. I wish to 
affirm as strongly as human words can 
do so that Aguinaldo's people did not 
accompany us, and that they took no 
part whatever in the capture. No one 
but the admiral, Lieut .Brumby, Capt. 
Walker and myself even knew where 
we were to go. We left at midnight, 
without lights of any kind, not even 
signaling, as usual, for permission to 
get under way. No one knew except the 
Hag-ship and a vessed or two near us 
that the vessels (Raleigh and Concord) 
had moved from their berths. It was 
not known until next morning that we 
had gone out of sight of our fleet. At 
this very time the so-called gunboat of 
Aguinaldo was anchored at 
Cavit.e 


and did not learn of our departure un- 
til next day about noon. We captured 
Grande Island about 10.30 a, m., July 
7, and no Filipino boat of any descrip- 
tion appeared about Sabig bay until 
that evening about 7 o'clock, when the 
boat we had left at Cavite came in and 
expressed the greatest surprise, at our 
capture, telling us they had hoped to 
take part in the attack. 
So1 far 
as 


Aguinaldo's people having anything 
to do with the capture, after it had 
been done I instructed their chief at 
Alongapo, about five miles up the bay, 
that his people must in no way bother 
with the isl-and, and to prevent them I 
moved the Raleigh out into the bay,' 
where the searchlights were used all 
night to see that no insurgent went 
near the island. In my opinion, those 
on' the island could have held out in- 
definitely, as they were well provided 
with everything and the Aguinaldo- 
ites had no artillery—one small gun 
only on their so-ca'.led gunboat, the 
rest of her armament (?) consisting- of 
pices of three-inch pipe stuck through 
chocks and holes in her sides to sim- 
ulate guns. 


"There may not be much glory aris- 


ing from that capture, but on behalf 
of my naval comrades, who did it 
alone, I object to having any of it 
taken away by anyone attempting- to 
falsely assign us help. 


"Yours, very truly,

"Captain, U. S. N." 


Mr. Lodge directed attention to the 


fact that Aguinaldo's 'boat was not 
convoyed, and did not go to Subig bay 
with our vessels, and had no part in 
the capture. As a means of establish- 
ing the more firmly his contention that 
Uie officers of this government had not 
•recognized" Aguinaldo or his "gov- 
ernment" he quoted from a proclama- 
U(-a issued by Aguinaldo on January 


'>. 1V9. in which he stated he had been 
'ignored entirely!" as to the stipula- 
tions for the cap.itulation of Manila, 
ind that the American officers had 
•utterly declined" to "recognize" his 
'co-operation." 
Thig feature of Mr. Lodge's speech 


uas developed with elaborate detail, 
very point being covered by citations 
<rom official 
c3e>cum;en)la. 


After reviewing briefly the two eam- 


>aigns of the American forces against 
ihe insurrection, Mr. Lodge, referring 


:<> the time the United States troops 
ast took the field, said: 
"Since that time northern Luzon has 


K-en cleared and its ports opened. The 
ame work has been nearly, 
if not 


iuite, accomplished in southern Luzon. 
The insurgent forces have been scat- 
ored, the insurgent government has 
icen broken up, and nothing now re- 
nains tfut guerilla fighting and brig- 
uulage. Aguinaldo, the titular head of 
he insurection, after some wee!ks of 
•upid flight, is in hiding. His cabinet, 
>r advisers, are nearly 
all military 


irisoners. There is no longer any sem- 
jiance of a government there to be 
ecfgnized. 
The governemnt 
which 


\g-uinaldo personally established, and 
vhich some, people in this countrywere 
>."> anxious to recognize, has ceased to 
•xisf. There never was anything really 
0 be recognized 
except Aguinaldo 


limself and the adventurers who sur-

n prison and he cannot be found. He, 
vilh his government concealed about 
li.s person, is lost somewhere in the 
unglc." 
Mr. Lodge detailed at length the

Aguinaldo's army—how it burned vil- 
ages, pIuTidored the Inhabitants and 
aid waste the country. He instanced 
he efforts that have been made to 
>urn Manila and massacre the foreign 
population, which were frustrated by 
Vmorican soldiers. 
Mr. Lodge then continued: 
"To have 
recognized Aguinaldo's 


government and helped him to thrust 


upon the other natives, or to have 


rawn aside and allowed him to try 
ind wade 'through 
slaughter to a 


hrone, by himself would have been 
1 crime against humanity. Those who 
lave urged or who now urge such a 
lolicy should study with care and with 
horoughness 
the 
government 
of 


Agiiinaldo. They lever do so. They 


over tako the t.ouble to learn 
the 


acts 
about 
the 
despotism 
which 


/Vsuinaldo and his friends tried to set 
p. They laugh at facts-, deride all who 
ire In a position to bear Witness, pncor 
it history and experience e/>\d declaim 
igalnsl the government for not giving 


recognition and support to something 
which never existed, which is tie mere 
creature of their fancy. 


"How different their attitude when 


they come to considering the actions 
of their own countrymen. 
Men who 


will take the lightest word of a half- 
breed adventurer, of whose existence 
they had never heard two years ago, 
impugn the actions and doubt the word 
of the highest officers of our govern- 
ment, of the commanders of our fleets 
and armies, of men who have gone in 
and out before the American people 
for years and whose courage .patriot- 
ism and honor have never been ques- 
tioned or assailed. It must be a weak 
and bad couse Indeed which rests its 
support upon accusations of falsehood 
and prevarication directed against the 
president and his advisers, and against 
the gallant and honorable men who 
wear our uniform and lead our army 
and our navy in the day of battle. The 
opponents of our policy have searched 
the record for every careless word; 
they have thrown themselves eagerly 
no every idle rumor; they have twist- 
ed facts; they have imputed the worst 
motives to men who have proved their 
dvotion to their country on the field 
of battle and in every department of 
civil life. Let us be just at least to 
our own. I ask no more. Take the evi- 
dence of all men who have been in 
those islands and whose knowledge 
and experience entitle them to speak, 
take the official record from day to 
day since the Spanisn war began, ex- 
amine the report of your commission- 
ers, your men of science, your army 
and navy officers, read the utterances 
and the proclamations of the insur- 
gent leader, weigh, sift, discuss. Then 
face the facts, all the facts, ajid set 
down naught in malice. If this is done 
there can be but one result. The gov- 
ernment of Aguinaldo will stand out 
as I have described it, for there is no 
escape from the evidence. 


"Behind all this lies the policy of the 


president, which the officers followed 
by sea and land. History will say that 
it has been firm, consistent and hu- 
mane from the beginning. 
No false 


hopes were held out. From the dis- 
patch of May 26 onward the,attitude of 
our government was clear and unmis- 
takable. Every real hope, every proper 
promise, was freely offered and never 
violated. There are many duties im- 
posed upon a president in, which it is 
easy to imagine a personal or selfish 
motive, in which such motives might 
exist even if they do not 
But here 


even the most malignant must be at a 
l?ss to find the existence of a bad mo- 
tive possible. Suddenly at the end of 
the Spanish war we were confronted- 
with the question of what shoiiJd be 
done with the Philippines. Their fate 
was in our hands. We were all able to 
discuss them and to speculate as to 
what should be done. No responjbility 
rested on us. But one man bad to act. 
While the rest of the world was talking 
ho had to be doing. The iron hand of 
necessity was upon his shoulder and 
upon his alone. Act he must No man 
in that hi^h office seeks new burdens 
and fresh responsibilities or longs to 
enter on new policies with, the urtfor- 
seen dangers which lie thick alons" un- 
tried paths. 
Every selfish motive, 


every 
personal 
interest cried 
nut 


against it. Every selfish motive, every 
personal interest urg-ed the president 
tc let the Philippines go, and, like Gal- 
lio, to care for none of these things. 
It was so easy to rass by on the other 
side. But he faced the new conditions 
which surged up around im. 
When 


others then knew little he knew much. 
Thus he came to see what duty de- 
manded, duty to ourselves and to oth- 
ers. 
Thus he came to sec what the in- 


terests of the American people requir- 
ed. Guided by this sense of duty, by 
the spirit of the American people in the 
past, by a wise statesmanship, which 
looked deeply into the future, he boldly 
to-ofe the islands. Since this great de- 
cision his policy has been firm and con- 
sistent. He has sough't only what was 
best for the people of those islands and 
for his own people. It is all there in 
the record. Tet although he fought in 
bis youth for liberty and union, he is 
now coarsely accused of infatuation 
for a vulgar Caesarism. He who is 
known to everybody as one of the kind- 
est of men, eager to do kindly acts to 
every one, is denounced as brutal and 
inhuman to a distant race whom he has 
sought in every way to benefit. When 
every motive drew him in the other di- 
rection he has been charged with self- 
seeking for folio wtngr the hard an I 
thorny path, of duty. 


"I hesitate in saying even as much 


as I have said. The president of the 
United States needs no. defense at mv 
hands. His own policy and his own 
acts in the east are his all-sufficient 
defense both now and in history. But 


have read and heard with amaze- 


ment and regret the attacks which have 
been made upon the president in con- 
nection with the Philipines. I am well 
aware that malignity cannot raise im- 
becility above contempt. I know that 
only weak minds and bad tenrners mis- 
take abuse for argument. I am sure 
that it is needless to reoel atacks from 
such sources. But, none the less, as 
one who has followed and studied all 
the details of his eastern policy, I wish 
to ifiake public record of my admira- 
tion for that policy and of my belief * 
in it. As an American I believe it to 
be at once courageous, wise and patri- 
otic. The words of criticism or of 
praise which we will utter here will 
pass with the hnnr of speech, but the 
great facts of the last two years will 
stand.

any roared by human hand? in fair 
and fetile islands blooming after long 
neglect and in a race redeemed from 
tyranny and lifted up to broadening 
freedom and to larger hopes. 


Referring1 to the arguments that enor- 


mous expense will be entailed upon the 
United States on account of the Philip- 
pines. Senator Lodge said: 


"There is no reason to doubt that in a 


comparatively short time peace a.nd 
order will be restored, and when we are 
considering what burden the possess- 
ion of the islands will impose UDon us 
we must proceed upon tho normal con- 
ditions of peace. Under Snanish rule 
with its bad administration and pro- 
found corruption, the islands not only 
paid all their expenses, but made at 
times at least a return to the Span- 
ish treasury. With revenues well and 
honestly 
administered 
and 
with 


wise and honest oxpondituretheislands ' 
In our hands would not only easily pny 
all tho expenses of the military estab- 
lishment but of the civil covenment ns 1 
well and we could at .the same .time, 


by our superior honesty and efficiency, 
greatly lighten the burden of taxation. 
In a word, the Philippine islands, as we 
would govern and administer them, 
would be entirely sclf-puDorting1, and 
would throw no burili-n of exienste at 
all upon the people of the United States 
after peace and order «rere once re- 
stored and business was again flowing 
in its normal channels." 


Mr. L<xige drew a luminous picture of 


the commercial possibilities of the Phi- 
lippines and of the enormous advan- 
tages they would be to the United 
States) not only on account of their 
oun fertility and richness of ivs .iirct.-, 
but because they are the gateway for 
this country to the immense trade of 
the orient. Adverting to a recent dip- 
lomatic achievement of the United 
States he said: 


"The possession of . the Philippines 


made us an eastern. DO\\L-P, w i t h tho 
right and, what was equally import- 
ant, the force behind the right to speak. 
Mr. Hay, as secretary of state, has ob- 
tained from all the great i».ui-rs of 
Kurope their assent to our cli.-nia.nil for 
the guaranty to all otu treaty rights 
in China and for the maintenance of 
the policy of the open, door. I do not 
belittle one of the most important and 
most brilliant diplomatic achievements 
in one hundred years of national ex- 
istence when I say that the assent of 
these other powers to the propositions 
of the United States was given to the 
master of Manila, They might have 
turned us aside, three years ago with a 
shrug and a. smile, but to the power 
which held 'Manila bay, and whose fleet 
floated upon its waters, were oblig- 
ed to give a gracious answer. Manila, 
with its magnificent bay, is the prize 
and pearl c"f the east. In our hands it 
will become one of the greatest distri- 
buting points, one of the richest em- 
poriums of the worlds' commerce. Rich 
in itself, with all its fertile islands be- 
hind it, it will keep open to us the mar- 
kets of China and enable American en- 
terprise and intelligence to take a mas- 
ter share in all the trade of the orient. 
We have been, told that arguments like 
these are sordid. Indeed! Then what 
arguments are worthy of considera- 
tion? A policy which proposes to open 
wider markets to the people of the 
United States, to add to their employ- 
ment, and to increase their war^es, and 
which in its pursuit requires that we 
should save the teeming- millions of 
China from, the darkness of the Rus- 
sian winter, and keep them free, not 
only for incoming of commerce, but for 
the entrance of the light of western 
civilization, seems to me a great and 
noble policy, if there ever was such, 
and one which ^niay well engage the 
best aspirations and the highest auili- 
ties of American statesmanship. 


"I do not believe that this nation was 


raised up for nothing. I do not believe 
that it is the creation of blind chance. 
I have faith that it has a great mis- 
sion in the world—a mission of good, a 
mission of freedom. I believe that it 
can live up to that mission: therefore 
I want to- see it step forward boldly 
and takes its place at the head of na- 
tions. I wish to see it master of the 
Pacific. I would have it fulfill what 
I think is its manifest destiny if it is 
not false to the laws which govern it. 
I am not dreaming of a primrose path. 
1 know well that in the past we have 
committed grievous mistakes1 and paid 
for them, done wrong and made heavy 
compensation, for it, stumbled and fal- 
len and suffered. But we have always 
risen, bruised and. grimed* sometimes, 
yet still we have risen stronger and 
more erect than ever, and the march 
has always been forward and onward. 


"I have unbounded faith and pride 


in my country I am proud of her past 
and in that past I read her future. I 
do not read it in any vain or boastful 
temr>er, but with a spirit of reverence 
and gratitude for all that has gone, and 
with a very humble prayer that we 
make the present and future worthy of 
the past,"

Hopes to Go Five Days Without Drink- 


ing Third Day of Fast Begun. 


Dr. Pfelffer began on his third day 


of fasting at 12.40 this afternoon still 
without any feeling of hunger accord- 
ing to his statements, and in good 
spirits. On being weighed this noon, 
he found that ho had lost three pounds 
exactly since the beginning of the fast. 
An error yesterday gave h s weight on 
beginning- as 1941/2 pounds. It should 
have been 190Vi. This noon he weighed 
1S7V3 pounds. 


An added feature of the fast so far is 


that Dr. Pfoiffer 
has gone without 


water also. At 12.40 it was 4S hours 
since he had had a drink, ana at 3 
o'clock this afternoon he said that he 
should not drinlc any water today. 


This, he believes, breaks the record 


in this line, as Rathbun, the last faster, 
drank on the second day. Dr. Pfeiffer 
intends, unless he finds that he .s 
losing weight too rapidly, to go with- 
out water five days. The question as 
to whether he will take a drink or not' 
before the expiration of that time will 
depend on his weight tomorrow noon. 


In his examination this noon, Dr. 


Pfc-lffer's temperature was normal, and 
his pulse 80. At S o'clock this morning 
his temperature was 102 4-5. 


This morning he took an hour's walk, 


•and says he feels as vigorous as ever. 
It is noticed, however, that 
he is 


looking slightly haggard this after- 
noon. 


Dr. Pfeiffer says that the doubling of 


cold baths for him yesterday morning 
was an error as he took only one. 


This Mail Fasted 47 Days 


The interest in Dr. Pfeiffer's experi- 


ment was shown by the appearance in 
the window of Valentine's store on 
Main street of an attenuated individ- 
ual, 
with the following insariptfons 


surrounding him:

AUTOMOBILE TOLL ROAD 


To Extend From New York to Benning- 


ton and on to Keene 


Professor John D. Quackenbos, Em- 


eritus Professor of Rhetoric in Colum- 
bia University, and Colonel John Hay, 
secretary of state, have planned, with 
others, the building of a great scenic 
highway for automobiles, extending 
through this, the most picturesque por- 
tion of the New England mountains. 


From New York the proposed route 


may be reached by way of New Ro- 
chelle, 
Stamford 
and 
Bridgeport, 


through the Berkshire hills and the 
Housatomic mountains to Bennington, 
Vt; thence through a gap in the Green 
mountains to Keene, N. H., tapping 
the scenic road there. 


The plan is an outcome of the gen- 


eral and 
growing1 interest in 
g-ood 


roads that prevails through oiut New 
England. A society has been formed 
for the construction of this highway, 
including amon* its members gover- 
nors of states and millionaires of na- 
tional repute who are interested in the 
development of the 
New England 


mountain region. 


The road will be a 
macadamized 


tuTjvpike, with toll gates at frequent 
intervals. It will be 500 miles long, and 
the estimated cost is between $3500 and 
$5000 oer mile. The total cost is ex- 
pected to be about $2,000,000.

Goiierol IBllei' Thrilling Eaeonntar 


With Lame Deer. 


Probably the closest call General 


Miles ever had in all bis experience as 
an Indian fighter was that in his en- 
counter with Lame Deer. It was in 
1877, when he was still a colonel, dur- 
ing his campaign against the Sioux and 
other hostile tribes in the northwest. 
Lame Deer and his outlaws had been 
tnakiiig trouble in Dakota, and Colonel 
Miles raided their village. He tells the 
rest of the story in his personal recollec- 
tions thus: 


"In the surprise and excitement of 


the wild onset of the charge a group of 
warriors was forced away from the rest. 
Before making the attack I had ordered, 
our Sioax mid Cheyenne Indians to cull 
out to the Lame Deer Indians that if 
they threw down their arms and sur- 
rendered we would spare their lives. As 
we galloped up to this group of warriors 
they apparently recognized the purport 
of the demand and dropped their arms 
on the ground In order to assure them 
of our good will I called out, '' How 
how-kola" (meaning friend), and ex- 
tended iny hand to the chief, Lame Deer, 
which he grasped, and iui a few seconds 
more I would have secured him and ti|e 
others, as, although he was wild and 
trembling with excitement, my adju- 
tant, George W. Baird, was doing the 
same with the head warrior, Iron Star. 


'' Uuforttmately just at that time one 


of our white scouts rode up and joined 
the group of officers and soldiers with 
me. He had more enthusiasm than dis- 
cretion and, I presume, desired to insure 
my sitfety, as he drew up his rifle and 
covered the Indian with it. Lame Deer 
saw this and evidently thought the 
young scout was going to shoot him. I 
know of no other motive for his subse- 
quent act than the belief that he was to 
be killed whether he surrendered or not. 


As quick as thought, with one des- 


perate, powerful effort, he wrenched his 
haiid from mine, although I tried to 
hold it, and grasped his rifle from the 
ground, ran backward a few steps, rais- 
ed his rifle to his eye and fired. Seeing 
his determined face, his set jaw, wild 
eye and the open muzzle of his rifle, I 
realized my danger and instantly whirl- 
ed my horse from him, and in this quick 
movement the horse slightly settled back 
upon his haunches. At that moment the 
rifle flashed within ten feet of me, the 
bullet whizzed past my breast, leaving 
me unharmed, but unfortunately killing 
a brave soldier near my side.'' 


Naturally the whole scattered band 


of Indians was instantly wiped out by a 
close and deadly fire from the soldiers. 
The incident is typical of the whole 
series of Indian campaigns in which 
General Miles figured in the last quarter 
of a century. The desire to treat the 
redskins as fellow men, constantly 
thwarted by the natural suspicions of 
the savages themselves, ia apparent all 
through the S- ok.

An Interesting Philqlogieal Fact From 


France. 


The French author, Maurice Cabs, re- 


cently published in La ,Republigae 


j Fraucaise an essay about ths restaurants 


and eating houses of Paris, relating 
many interesting details. His story of 
how the term "restaurant" was first 
nsed is well worth repeating. For a long 
time inns and eating houses in France 
were only intended for the benefit of 
traveling people, for the people took 
their meals at home, and restaurants 
were unknown. 
The first enterprise of 


the kind was founded in Paris in 1765. 
A citizen by the name of Boulanger 
opened in the Rue des Poulies an eating 
house where soup, meat, fowl and»eggs 
were served. A chronicler relates that 
meals were served there on small, round, 
marble tables, and everything was scru- 
pulously clean. 


Over the entry to this first eating 


house the proprietor had hung a sign, 
upon which were the Latin words, "Ve- 
nite ad mo omnes quze stomacho labora- 
tis, et ego restriiurabo vos" (Come unto 
me all ye whose stomachs need attention, 
and I will restore them). This is a par- 
ody on the well known Biblical quota- 
tion, "Come unto me all ye who labor 
and are heavy laden, and I will give you 
rest,'' only in place of labor and heavy 
laden he said, "whose stomachs need at- 
tention. '' The word'' restaurabo,'' from 
the Latin "restaurare" (restore or re- 
fresh), was the main characteristic of the 
new establishment and gave it its name. 
Boulanger amassed a large fortune, for 
his enterprise proved eminently success* 
ful, but he was soon imitated, some of 
his imitators becoming more famous 
than he, like Borel, at whose place 120 
years ago meals could be had for 150 
francs ($30) per cover. 


Grant and Hancock at a Night Alarm. 
When Hancock's headquarters were 


reached, the party remained with him 
for some time, awaiting the arrival of 
the head of Warren's troops. Hancock's 
wound received • at Gettysburg had not 
thoroughly healed, and he suffered such 
inconvenience from it when in the sad- 
dle that he had applied for permission 
to ride in a spring ambulance while on 
the march and when his troops were not 
in action. He was reclining upon one 
of the seats of the ambulance, convers- 
ing with Gewral Grant, who had dis- 
mounted and was sitting on the ground 
with his back against a tree, whittling 
a stick, when the sound of firing broke 
forth directly in front. Hancock sprang 
up, seined his sword, which was lying 
near him, buckled it around his waist 
and cried^"My horse, my horse 1" The 
scene was intensely dramatic and re- 
called vividly to the bystanders the cry 
of Richard III on the field of Bosworth. 
Grant listened a moment without chang- 
ing his position or ceasing his whittling! 
and then remarked: "They are not fight- 
ing. The firing ia all on one side. It 
takes two sides to start a fight." In a 
few minutes the firing died aw^iy, and 
it was found that the enemy was not 
advancing.

A PARTIALLY OBEYED ORDER 


The Reporter Returned, bnt the Mole 


Wu» a Total LOBB. 


Harmon W. Brown of Ohio, who held 


a responsible place on the staff of Gen- 
eral Rawlins during the civil war, tells 
the following story of the general's 
treatment of an intrusive reporter: 


"One day before Vicksburg the cor- 


respondent of a certain paper went to 
General Rawlins for news. 


"The general pondered a moment and 


took me one side. 


" 'Take this young man,' he said, 'up 


to the top of those trenches within a 
stone's throw of the enemy. Take him, 
up there and lose him. I don't care' 
what happens.

the lines. Both of us were mounted. I 
pointed out a crest overlooking the en- 
emy and told him he could get a good 
view from that point.

"So he started alone. As soon as the

The crown of his hat was sliced off aa 
with shears. He managed to drop to 
the ground In safety, but the persever- 
ing mule was literally filled with lead. 
After the firing ceased the correspond-! 
ent crawled to the spot where 1 was.

know?' I asked. 


"'Eh?' gasped the correspondent,' 


wiping his face and looking at his- 
hands to see whether they were bloody. 
'What I wanted to know? Ob, yes, of 
course. The enemy are over that ridge 
Ell right.'

General Rawlins saw us and hailed 
me. I went inside his tent. 


" 'I thought I told you to lose that

JEFFERSON'S INAUGURATION 


The Story That He Bode on Horseback 


Unattended Wag a Fake. 


No inauguration myth has been more 


tenacious of life than that which pictur- 
ed Jefferson, attired as a plain citizen, 
riding on horseback to the capitol, hitch- 
ing his horso to the palings and walk- 
ing unattended into the senate chamber 
to take the oath as president. To have 
done this would have been in accordance 
with his previous utterances, for he had 
strongly condemned as savoring of mon- 
archy all public ceremony at the swear- 
ing in of a. president. When the time 
for his own inauguration arrived, how- 
ever, the case seems to have looked dif- 
ferent to him. Whether it was because he 
was to be the first president inaugurated 
at the new capitol, or because of an un- 
willingness to disappoint the large num- 
bers of his friends and partisans who 
had assembled to honor him, is not 
clear, but the fact is that he did permit 
a considerable display at the ceremo- 
nies. He was met at the door of his 
boarding house, which was only a 
stone's throw from the capitol, by a 
militia artillery company and a.procesv 
sion of citizens, and, escorted by these, 
he went on foot to the capitol. 


Tbo horseback story, or "fate," as it 


1 would be denominated' Jn modern jour- 


nalism, was the invention of an English- 
man named John Davis, who put it in 
a book of American travels -which he 
published in London two years later. In 
order to give it an air of truthfulness, 
Davis declared that he was present at 
the inauguration, which was not true. 
A veracious account of the ceremonies 
WP.S sent to England by Edward Thorn- 
ton, who was then in charge of the Brit- 
ish legation at Washington, and in this 
Jefferson was described as having walk- 
ed to the cnpitol. These facts, together 
with a groat mass of interesting matter 
about Jefferson's inauguration, are not 
forth in detail by Henry Adams in his 
"History of the United States " and 
leave no doubt that the Davis version 
was a pure fabrication.—Joseph B,

A Navajo Superstition. 


No Navajo Indian will ever make a1 


campflre of wood from a tree that was 
struck by lightning or that might have 
been. If such a fire is made by an ir- 
reverent white man, the Indians will 
retire to a distance, where they cannot 
feel the heat or smell the smoke, and 
they will go to sleep in their blankets, 
fireless and supperless, rather than eat 
of food prepared on that kind of a fire. 
The Navajo believes that if he comes 
within the Influence of the flame he 
will absorb some of the essence of the 
lightning which will thereafter be at- 
tracted to him and sooner or later will 
kill him. Dp In the mountains more 
than half the great pines are scarred 
by lightning, but 3o wood from them ia 
used. Almost any old Navajo can nar- 
rate instances where the neglect of 
this precaution has resulted disastrous- 
ly, for men are sometimes killed by 
lightning in a region where thunder- 
storms are frequent, and It is but a 
step from the effect to the cause.

THE PRESIDENT'^ MAIL. 


He Receives aa Many IM _ jht Hundred 


Letters Per Day. 


"As many as 800 letters in one day 


are received at the White Ilnnsn, Lut 
comparatively few of these, cnly the 
most important ones, reach the presi- 
dent, for if he dealt personally with all 
his correspondents he could do nothing 
else," writes ex-President 
Harrison, 


telling, in The Ladies' Home Journal, 
of "A Day With the President at His 
Desk." "Very many of the letters ad- 
dressed to the president," he adds, "are 
trivial, not a few of them impertinent, 
and some of them angry and threaten- 
ing. These, if the private secretary is a 
judicious man, the president never 
hears of, and the malicious in tent of the 
writer is thwarted. The requests for au- 
tographs arc scarcely numerable. Patch- 
es for bedquilts and lunch cloths add to 
the burden. Begging letters, for num- 
ber, take the second place in the presi- 
dent's mail. 


They come from every part of the 


land and relate to every possible sub-1 
ject. Some are appeals to aid the writer 
to get an education, or to pay off a 
mortgage, or to buy a piano or a pony, 
and no form of public appeal is absent— 
to aid the building of churches, to eni 
dow schools, to bnil£ monuments, and 
to aid every other good purpose foi 
which men or women or children asso- 
ciate themselves. On one day the re- 
quests for specific sums aggregated $0,- 
000. 
These appeals arc unavailing iu 


the nature of things, and self respect' 
ought to restrain the practice."

Well Known PbTMlcUn Shows How 


Difficult II I* to Go Without Pood j 
For a Lone Time and Says Sir. 
llathhim's Case 'Is a Host Extraor- 
dinary One. 
The strange case of Milton Ratbbun 


of Mount Yernon, who tn reduce his 
flesh and generally tone up his system 
is said to haye gone without food of 
any sort for 36 days, still continues to 
be the subject of more or less discus- 
sion among the medical, men of New 
York city. Dr. George F. Shrady, in 
speaking recently to a New York Even- 
ing Sun reporter of Mr. Bathbun's re- 
markable exploit, said: 


"There are three things to say about 


it. In the first place, the fact, If it be 
a fact, as it seems to be, is astonishing; 
second, it was very foolish, and, third, 
it would be a very unfortunate and 
dangerous thing to popularize such ex- 
periments. 
Now, as to whether the 


gentleman in question actually did go 
36 days without taking nourishment of 
any sort is a matter I will not discuss. 
If he were a professional faster, I 
would hardly hesitate to say his claim 
was fraudulent, for I am fully con- 
vinced that all the professional fasters 
are frauds. They are simply adept 
sleight of baud men. They work out 
some adroit trick by which they may 
get nourishment into their systems in 
spite of the always more or less negli- 
gent or unsuspicious watchers and 
then advertise a 40 or 60 days' 'fast.' 
There are scores of ways, by nutritive 
tablets, by albuminoids in the water 
they drink and by many other devices, 
by which they may easily deceive the 
watchers. 
They simply don't fast; 


they get on with a limited amount of 
nourishment. 
That's all. 
Take the 


case of Ann of Tuthlll, in England. 
She had 'fasted' a great number of 
days. 
Her fame went abroad in the 


land. Scientific men were interested. 
They were also skeptical. But the re- 
ports of Ann's continued fast kept 
coming in. At last, definitely to settle 
the master, a watch so sharp, so unre- 
lenting, was kept upon the woman that 
at the end of the tenth day she col- 
Japsed. She was thought to be dying, 
but they restored her, and then she 
confessed the fraud—told the trick by 
which she got her nourishment. 


"Now, mind you, I don't say this 


Mount Vernon case is anything of this 
sort. I only say that if it is true it is 
most astounding. It Is in flat contradic- 
tion of all the authorities on the sub- 
ject of a human being's ability to do 
without food. The extreme limit of all 
well authenticated cases of total absti- 
nence from nourishment is from nine 
to ten days. Imprisoned miners have 
been known to go that time and sur- 
vive. From nine to ten days—that !s 
the extreme limit of any case that is 
beyond any question of doubt. Yet Mr. 
Kathbun is said to have gone 36 days 
and to have been about town and about 
his work every ,<lay. It is astounding. 


"But at all events it was a very fool- 


ish thing for Mr. Rathbun to do. About 
that there can be no manner of doubt 
What will be the future effect upon 
him, 
upon his heart action, upon his 


impoverished blood, upon his nervous 
system, upon his organs of nutrition, 
necessarily paralyzed for days? These 
are grave questions, the answers to 
which may be unpleasant to Mr. Rath- 
bun as they reveal themselves to him 
In the future. 


"When I say that the extreme limit 


of abstinence from nourishment in 
clearly authenticated cases is from 
nine to ten days, you must not get the 
impression that all persons can last 
that long. It is a question of environ- 
ment, of mental condition—whether 
buoyed by hope or stimulated by ambi- 
tion to do a great feat—and above all, 
of course, of the physical condition of 
the faster. Without food the body ab- 
sorbs its own tissues. Mr. Rathbun, I 
am told, was a very heavy man, with a 
superabundance of tissue. Naturally h& 
could go longer without nourishment 
than a weak, attenuated, thin blooded 
man. And then I can imagine that he 
may have been buoyed up from day to 
day and from hour to hour by the am- 
bition to go yet another hour and yet 
another day. That might stimulate 
him to endurance, Just as the sound of 
the rescuers working above their heads 
and the constant hourly hope of escape 
buoyed up the imprisoned miners. But 
the miners rested inert, using up none 
of their wasting tissues In exertion, 
and even they were all but done for at 
the end of ten days. Yet Mr. Rathbun 
was exercising daily and about his 
usual avocations, and he abstained 
from food for 36 days! Well, it's re- 
markable! 


"But I sincerely hope Mr. Rathbun 


will have no Imitators. It would be a 
very unfortunate thing, fraught with 
grave possibilities, if the newspaper 
accounts of his reduction in weight 
and general Improvement in health 
were to move others to follow his ex- 
ample. Many persons would be injur- 
ed for life, physically wrecked and per- 
haps actually killed if thoy conscien- 
tiously did the fifth part of what he is 
said to have done. Let us earnestly 
hope there will lie no antifat starvation 
fad Inaugurated. And right here it 
may be said that there Is a great deal 
of exaggeration in the sweeping state- 
ments made about people eating too 
much. If a man sleeps well, goes about 
his business in a cheerful frame of 
mind and does not get what Is called 
'out of sorts,' he may be pretty sure he 
Is not eating too much, even though he 
eat a good deaL. My observation Is 
that the average man who works and 
gets a proper amount of exercise does 
not eat too much." 


Innocent FUlihooku Which Caused Whole- 


sale Airest of Vofccra. 


During the reconstruction times in 


Alabama, ju'rt after the late civil war, 
all of the etiite and county offices were 
administered by the Republicans. This 
was from 1850 to 1874, when the IJeni- 
ocrats again secured control of the gov- 
ernment and have held it ever since. 


The election of George S. Houston, a 


Democrat, as governor in 1874 was one 
of the hottest ever held in the state, and 
many were the hicks practiced on both 
sides in that election. Possibly the most 
novel was a device put into operation at 
Mobile. 
RepeattoB were common in 


those days, and this deviee was used by 
the Democrats to catch the negroes, who 
had learned the repeating trick. All of 
the negroes voted the Bepublican ticket 
then. 


On the election day mentioned the 


polling places were opened, and the vot- 
ing commenced. The Democratic elec- 
tion officers at the boxes had secured a 
stock of small fishhooks with which to 
carry out their new plan. Whenever a 
negro voted, ail officer stuck a hook in 
the voter's vest front, where it could bo 
plamly ses-u. After having exercised his 
constitutional right of voting, "Cnffy" 
proceeded to another polling place and 
sought to vote a second time. He was 
thcieupon arrested a> * put in jail upon 
a charge of fraud. The scheme worked 
like a charm. By noon 175 negroes had 
been arrested and jailed. The whole- 
sale arrests so frightened the negroes 
who had. not voted that they refrained 
from going to the polls that day, and 
the Democrats won the election.—Chi- 
cago Times-Herald.

The above items were what was ac- 


tually accomplished, but it was not 
done without the bringing- in of a large 
number of interesting1 matters. 
All 


the members of the council were pres- 
ent except Councilman Qove and Mig- 
nault. 


The Appropriation* 


Although, the last matter taken up, 


the business of chief interest was the 
action on the appropriations. For this 
the council was resolved into a com- 
mittee of the whale with Councilman 
Hastings in the chair. For the finance 
committee Councilman Sykes reixwted 
that although they would have gladly 
made reductions in the list, they had 
found it impossible without impairinsr 
the efficiency of the various depart- 
ments. 


At this point the heads! of depart- 


ments, whii had been asked by the 
mayor to be present to answer anv 
questions that might be asked of them 


The first Item was of $2000 for Hill- 


side. Mr. Perry wanted to know what 
the $2000 went for, whether any new 
work was being done, or whether it 
was simply used for running expenses. 
Mayor Wilkinson said that it was used 
for the care of the cemetery. 


Mr. Perry had heard a good deal of 


complaint fron owners of lots at the 
condition of the cemetery, and had 
noticed that Hillside seemed neg-lected. 
He wanted to know \sho was respon- 
sible for this fctate of affairs. 


Mayus- Wilkinson said that Mr. Inz- 


ruham, was luis the supervision of the 
cemeteries, was trying to enlist the 
co-operation of lot owners for work if 
a more permanent and uniform nature. 
CoLinel Bracewell said the time should 
come quickly when' the city took from 
each person a certain, amount the in- 
termit on which should be used for the 
care of their lots.

The city had sunn-ired that the in- 
crease of pavement would decrease the 
cost of road repairs and here it was 
increased. 


Mr. Temple said that S3000 had been 


added for the repnir of West Main 
street, at which the council smiled, as 
just before this about half an hour had 
been given to the discussion of this 
street on another question. He said 
that the state would .not macadamize 
the street as had been hoped, and that 
the city intended to roll it with a gra- 
vel surface, as was done on River 
street and other streets last year. 


Mr. Perry \vanted to know how much 


more it would cost to macadamize the 
street instead of gravel it: 
$12,000 


would be the cost oof macadam, said 
Mr. Temple. 


Mr. Dennett said that the street was 


certainly in very bad shape, and that 
while he would rejoice to see it repair- 
ed, he thought it should be macadam- 
ized. 


Mr. Perry said that graveling- It 


would be a sort of "Half-way" mea- 
sure, and he thought it ought to be 
macadamized a short way each year, 
working- east from the state road.

Mr. Temple said that during- the 
last three years, when a good deal of 
paving was being1 done, the walks and 
curbs had had to be replaced alon<r the 
line of pavement, aria that consequent- 
ly most of the- appropriation for walks 
had been eaten up in this way. Conse- 
quently little had been done for the 
walks of the outside districts till they 
had become in bad shape, and this year 
it wag the plan, to do much more for 
them than had been done before; $2000 
more than last year was therefore ask- 
ed for walks. 


Mr. Rice asked If it was not. true that 


a good many peop.le had put in curb- 
ings at their own expense, expecting 
walks to be built which had not yet 
been built. Mr. Temple said ves. The 
appropriation was then Bassed.

The petition of Mrs. Richard Ruff for 


$50 damages for the breaking of her 
arm on the West Main street sidewalk 
on December 6, which was presented 
at the last meeting, precipitated a far 
wider discussion than she probably in- 
tended, but it did her little good as she 
did not get the money, although the 
matter was finally referred back to the 
committee on claims after an interest- 
ing debate, for further investigation. 


The committee reported that after in- 


vestigation and consultation with the 
city solicitor, the 
committee 
had 


reached the conclusion that Mrs. Ruff 
had no valid claim on the city, and re- 
commended that she ba given leave to 
withdraw the petition. 


Mr. Amadon rose and said that he 


had hoped the committee would grant 
the claim, for although the claim was 
modest and no suit against the city 
was threatened, the claim seemed just. 
West Main street east of Brown, where 
the accident happened, was much ne- 
glected, and the walk was left in bad 
condition whenever it sno\\ed. Nobody 
seemed to care for it, children were al- 
lowed to slide on it, and on the day 
when the accident happened many 
children had been doing so. If Mrs. 
Ruff had insisted on being cared for 
by the city at the hospital, it would 
have, cost the city $15 for at least five 
weeks. 


Incentive to Keep Patients Sick 


Mr. Amadon interpolated that he be- 


lieved that the city's rate of $15 a week 
imposed by the council to help the in- 
stitution was an incentive to the hos- 
pital management 
to keep 
patients 


there as long as possible. 


He moved that the petition be re- 


ferred back to the committee with in- 
structions to report favorably. 


Col, Bracewell thought the council 


ought to know more about it. 


Mr. Sykes, as chairman of the com- 


mittee, said that the committee had 
looked into the case and had talked 
with the parties most interested. They 
had come to the decision that while 
her request was modest, the committee 
could not find any ground for holding 
that it was wise or legal to recommend 
the payment of money where the city 
is not liable.
